eſteme them as vnmete to be coliderid 
of a wyſe man, and moch moꝛe vnmete 
to be anſwered vnto.

But to re fer youre enterpꝛyſe with the 
iudgement of hit alſo vuto ſum other 
diſctete, ſober , wyſe + lerned perſone: 
which both wpll and can tudge of hyt, 
as hyt is wozthp.by whole auctozitie, 
if thy woke (hall be confy2med , then 
mapſt thou be boide to let it go openly 
abꝛode, without fearpng any mannes 
checkes. Foz wpſe. ſober, and learned 
men wyil not condemne „ no2 blame 
haſtely that thyng , that a wpſe, fober, 
and lerned man hath approued and az 
lowed .

places wher blood is vſed to bedzawe: 
that an Artery be not ſtrycken in ftede 
of a vapne, a ſo daunger ſuccede in the 
ſtede of remedy, Agapue, the Muſkils 
and ſpnowes whiche cauſe ſenfe x mo⸗ 
tion, often tymes be lv hurte and rucce 
in menny men, that other ſence oꝛ mo⸗ 
uyng ot the hurte parte, is loſt: which 
thynge if the Durgian do not know, + 
betoꝛe hande make declaration thereot 
to the pacyent, it chaunceth often that 
the pacientes impute the faulte to ſur⸗ 
gery: and ſo are occaſponed to ſlaun- 
der that moſt neceſſarpe arte, bycauſe 
they are not taught to percepue the iuſt 
cauſe where it is.

And 
in the meane ceaſon,foz a token of my 
good wyll, J comend to pour cuſtody, 
# dedicate to your vſe this lytle boke, 
which though it be ſmall in volume, pet 
is it not ſmall in comodytte . and con⸗ 
ſyderyng that foꝛ you it is pꝛotytable, 
not ontly as it is to all other men, but 
alſo moꝛe peculyer:tn ſo moch as often 
tymes by the water, pou may percepue 
the myſoꝛder of pour pacyentes , not 
oncly in tranſgreſſynge foche oꝛder of

Furthermoꝛe by the water may pou 
comecture, how moch the payne of the 
ſoze doth greue the pacyent, æ whether 
it be lyke to caſt him into any Ague oz 
greuous conuſion, Foz that doth ſun⸗ 
d2y tymes happen, that an outwarde 
ſoze may cauſe an Ague , by his fy2'e 
inflammation which it it do follow, 
and be not by wyſe counſell in tyme re⸗ 
ſyſted, it may bꝛeede to the farther ins

Hippocrates 
in the. ij. boke of his Aphoꝛiſmys ſpe 
kyng ol fatnes in vꝛyne, ſayth thus: 
Wyo ſo maketh vzyne with a fatye 
flottes cummpyng moch and faſt , they 
haue ſharpe paynes in the raynes. 

Which ſentence though it might ſeme 
moꝛe to appertapne to the contentes 
then to the colour, pet doth not only 
Galen, but alſo Atti“, Actuari®,s allo 
an other gretyũ (whoſe name J know 
not) expoũd it amongeſt coloures:a by 
it declare the dyfference,to know whe⸗ 
ther that waſte oz moltyng of fatfe be 
in the raines ſelt, oꝛ in other partes of 
the body. Foz if it cum kaſt together, 
(as Hippocrates ſaith ) then cũmeth it 
from the raynes ſelf, a betokeneth the 
to be in them. But if it cum

ſoftly e increſe bi litle  litle,then doth 
it declare that Þ hole body is ouercum 
tvnnatural hete,s that tat ot it doth 


waſt:+ doth betok*(as Act. witneſſeth) 
8 waſtyng Ague,colſumpng the "ow: 
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Df Blew vzyne,Aſſhcolour and Blacke. 
BEew cotour, Alſheceloure + Blacke, 
do dyffcr ouly in lyghtneſle + darke⸗ 
ncſſe. Fo2 aſlſhecoloure is darkerthen 
blew: Eblackc is darker then any ot 
them both. Blew colour ſumtyme cum 
meth of moderate melancholy, s then 
is the vꝛyne ſumwhat thynne in ſub⸗ 
ſtaunte:⁊ ſumtyme it cũmeth ot great 
colde e then is it thicke in ſubſtaunce. 
And ſumtyme it is a token of moꝛtiſp⸗ 
eng of ſum parte. Pea, and ſumtyme 
euen ot hole nature: namely, it the co⸗ 
lour chaunge to woꝛſe æ wozle, & there 
went befo:e no token ot concoction. 
Aſchecoloured vꝛyne cũmeth of lyde 
cauſes # betokencth lyke thiges . how 
beit it is ſo coloured many tymes, whe 
the partpe that made it, hath: ben ſoꝛe 
bett & bꝛuſed. But in this you nede nat 
5 helpe of vꝛin, foꝛ you mai ſe þ wal:es 
and tokens ofthe ſtrypes in his body. 
Urpn which is extreme blacke ſum⸗ 
tyme betokeneth extreme heate, x ſum 
tyme extreme colde: the whiche both 
you may diltynceely dyſcerne, it you 
doo obſerue oꝛder of alteration in the 
colours of the bꝛyne that the pacpent 
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made laſt befoze . Foz if his vzpne bes 
fo:e were greene, oꝛ lyke therto, then 
doth the blacke vꝛyne which followeth 
it, betoken extreme heate. But it it were 
laſt be: oꝛe blew oz aſſhecoloured, then 
doth it ſygniſpe extreme colde. This 
blacke colour, though it be commenly 
an euyll and deadly ſygne (as J ſapde 
betoꝛe, ſpeakpng ot thycke vꝛyne and 
blacke ) yet ſumtyme it is a good token. | 
Fo: in all dyſeaſes lyghtip that 
cum ot melicholy mater, it betokeneth 
that the mater doth auoyde, and ſo the 
ſyckeneſſe to ende. And ſoch vꝛine doth 
appere many tymes, after purgations 
02 other meates e dꝛikes which purge 
the ſplene: namely if a man do laboure 
vpon them, and was befoze dyſaſed of 
the ſplene. how be it, ſumtyme meates 
and d2tnkes ot lyke colour, cauſe black 
v2yne, as Gal ene wytneſſeth, namely 
after darke red wpne and Allegaunte. 
But in moderate Agues, it ſoch blacke 
vꝛyne do appere.it is atdken of death, 
excepte it be on ſum crytycall dapes. 
And lyke ways in ſharpe Agues, eſpe⸗ 
ciallp it the ſauour be ſtrong a 1— 
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vnles it cum ot᷑ ſum grete of 5 bladder. 
Let this ſuffyce fox this tyme, as tou⸗ 
chyng colours. Now toꝛ the quantitie Quantyrie, 
of vꝛyn, as whe it is mene, it is a good 
token: ſo when it is other to moch o⸗ 
ther to lytle, it is an euyll ſygne, except 
it tum ot ſum ſoch caule, as Jſhewed 
bekoꝛe, that altereth vꝛyne in a health ⸗ 
ſull man. As fyꝛſt exceſſyue quantite ocz in a 
ok vꝛpne, cummeth ot moth dzinkyng bo lle bodye 
of thinne wyne, as renyſh wpne,x ſoch 
lyke, But that ſhall you thus knowe : 
toꝛ the colour wyll be whytelpe, e the 
ſubſtaunce thynuerthen a meane, the 
. contentes alſo wyll de dyuerſe, g not 
duly knytte. Lykewyſe if there be a⸗ 
bundaunce ot raw humoures in a mã 
vnconcocted, pet nature perſeueryng 
ſtrong, then is there great quantptie 
ot vꝛyne, and ſumwhat thynne of ſub- 
ſtafite,but not ſo whpte as that other, 
+ the contentes of this are betteꝛ.Alſo 
(as-Dippocrates ſayth) moche pꝛpne her 
made in the nyght, is a token ot ſmall 
ſege : ſo that it any impedyment lett 
-naturall ſege, then wyll the quantytie 
ol 'vzyne be the greater 2 in this, 


as 
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as the colour is meanc,fots the 
both greater # groſſer. Pet tn h 
tolke may the vꝛyn, by another menys 
alſo.be gteter the a meane:⁊ that may 
be by medicyns which pꝛouoke vꝛyne. 
But then is the coloure moꝛe naturall 
then the laſt J ſpoke ot e the groũde 
is thyuner ot aunce: ſo that it is 
darke s ſcarſely ſene, # then is there a

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knyt. And this many wayes may this 
alteration appere in a heithfull body. 


Now in a ſycke perſonne moch vꝛyne 
other betokeneth the dzoply ; a then ts rene ina 
it lyke water with a rawe and dyuerſe ele deer 


groũde. Other els if it be whyte,thyn, 
e without grounde, then doth it betoke 
the pyſſyng cuyll . And this vꝛyne (as 
wytneſleth Galen in his fyꝛſt boke of 
iudicialles) is the woꝛſt of arp other of 
lpke ſoꝛte (I meane, whiche declare 
lacke of concoction) toꝛ it declareth the 
decap, yea J map ſap, the vtter creinez 
ti of two naturall powꝛes, that is the 
tetentyue power, e the alteratyue po⸗ 
wer alſo. Moch vꝛyn, in colour fpꝛie, 
aud lyght ſatren, oz of any lyke colour, 
15 to be feared: namely, if it be cow⸗ 
pelyd with eupll contentes . But ik it 
be ot crymſen oꝛ purple colour, and fo 
pꝛocede, eſpecyally it no concoction 
went befoze it, then doth it enclpne to 
euyll, and betokeneth a certayne moꝛ⸗ 
tytyeng, and waſtyng of the hole com⸗ 
poſpcion of the body. But if moche

Glas Now lytle quantptie of vꝛyne, with a 
ina fycke grole grounde , vn dulp knyt and vn- 
body concocte, is an euyll token, toꝛ it beto⸗ 
keneth the wekenes of the alteratyue 
power, which is not able to extenuate, 
concocte, nother alter the mater, and 
therfoze doth it with moch dyffycultie 
paſſe foꝛth in ſoch groſſenes . How be 
it it there follow after it a moꝛe thyn- 
ner vꝛyne, with the ground well x duly 
knyt, e ſtable, then is it without feare. 
Foz this later vꝛyne (as pou herde be⸗ 
foze)is a token that the cauſe of the o⸗ 
ther is ouercum and vainquyſhed. 
This lytle quantytie of vꝛyne cũmeth 
ſumtyme in vehement Agues, a then 
is the vyolent heate cauſe there ok. 
Sumtime alſo it cummeth of the ſtop- - 
pyng of the water pypes , nott onely 
thozough clammp meates + dꝛynkes, 
butalſoof ſam dyſcaſe oz greeſe in — 
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And this now ſhal ſifipce toꝛ an intro⸗ 
duction , as touchyng the ſubſtaunce, 
coloures, and quantptie of vꝛyne. 
It followeth nexte, to ſpeake of the 
contentes, whiche fo greatip helpe too 
the ryght indgement of vꝛyne, that 
Hippocrates (in his ſeconde booke of 
Pꝛognoſtications) doth by them only, 
pea, and that by one ot them IJ meane 
the ground) pꝛonounce the iudgement 
of a partecte vꝛyne: ſayeng, that that S.eymem 
is the beſt vꝛyne, which hath his ſedy⸗ 
ment oꝛ grounde, whyte, duly knyt, x 
Cable, & that ccntynually all che tyme 
of the ſyckeneſſe. Now ſeyng this 
great clerke and father of Phyſicke, 
doth thus eſteme the grounde.. it ſhall 
not ſeme vnmeete, that J ozderly doo 
wꝛyte beeſely of thoſe pꝛincipall thin» 
— be too be conſydered as tou⸗ 
chyng the contentes, and ſyzſt of all 
of the grounde, which hath alteration 
(as you haue herde) both in ſubſtaũce, 
coloure a quantytie. But now as tou⸗ 
chyng the ſubſtaunce, then is it onely 
meane, when the thyzd concoction in

This 
ground is then groſſe when the veynes 
are replenyſhed with raw humoures. 
Boubeit, this groſſenes oz thyckenes

which cauſed dy:eaſes, and doth erpell 
ſoch luperfluous excrementes . & that 
ſhall pou dyſcerne , by the goodneſſe of 
the colout, and allo it it eum in the des 
clynyng ok the ſyckeneſle : fo2 it it tum 
at the begynnyng, other in the increaſe 
ol the ſpckeneſſe, then are they to de 
ſuſpected as eupll: eſpecially if they 
bꝛyng with them eupll coloures. 

A thynne grounde, beyng alſo pure, x 
ſo cleuyng to the bottom of the vꝛinal, 
that it wyll not lyghtly ryſe though 
the v:ynal! be ſhaked,1s a ton d or great 
weakeneſſe ot nature in the thpzd con⸗ 
cuction, x ſoch a 9 g 
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in hyfc + watery vzpn, Hotbbeit ſam 
tyme a thynne grounde cũmeth by the 
reaſon that the raw humours are exte⸗ 
nuate ,thozough naturall heate, which 
gettyng new ſtrength, doth extenuate 
4 diſperſe all grollenes of raw humoꝛs 
within the vapnes. Foz the pzopty of 
here, is to knyt & bynd together thynn 
thynges , and to extenuate & dyſperſe 
groſſe c tau thynges . Now as tou⸗ Coloure of 
chyng the coloures of the ground, the che ground 
percecte grounde ys nother excedyng 
whyte, nother pet pale, but meane bs 
twene both: foz if there appereany:ſoch 
crceſſpue whyte, the is it ſum ragge of 
phlegmatyke mater ; other els matter

How be it, yet it may be boꝛne, as but 
meanely eupl, bycauſe that that colour 
cummeth of ſmall ercefſe of choler. 
But it it be moze hygher coloured by 
choler, ſo that it be ſaffren coloured, 
then is it an euyll token (as Actuariꝰ 
ſayth ) foꝛ it declareth that choler is ex⸗ 
ceſſpuely increaſed, other by the oꝛder 
of the dpete, other els by the coꝛruption 
of the blood , other ſum other wapes.

Phllotheus expoundeth it, a ſickeneſſe 
that wyll ſhoꝛtely be ended: + ſo it may 
iuſtly be called a good ſygne. Not with 
ſtanding as in this poynte it is a good 
token, in that it ſygnificth that the dil⸗ 
eaſe is nygh the ende, ſo it map be cal⸗ 
fed( as Actuarius calleth it) an euyll 
ſygne, bycauſe it doth betoken a chole⸗ 
ryke ſyckeneſſe, and that choler doth 
vnnaturally abounde. And it this an⸗ 
ſwere doo nott content you, though it 
content Antonius Muſa ) than may 
pou ſay moꝛe better as I thinkc)thus: 
that it the grounde be at the begynnig 
of the ſyckeneſſe coloured with choler, 
and ſo encreaſe ( as Actuarius ſemeth 
to meane) then is it ancupll token in 
dede: for hyt declareth both the abun⸗ 
daunce. and alſo the increaſe of choler. 
But it the grounde, at the begynnyug 
of a cholerycke dyſcaſe , were watery 
that is whyte and thynne , and after- 
ward turne to ſafren colour, which is 
the eracte colour of choler: other eis to

As contrary wapes, it 
atter pell ow oꝛ ſaffren colour, it chaũge 
vnto whyter, and there be no certapne 
token of concoction, then is it an cupl 
ſygne, and a token of phꝛenſp. How- 
be it, it there be any tokyn ot certepne 
concoction, then is the ſame a good 
ſygne „o that if pou take hede, pon 
may par cepue here what a neceſſarpe 
thyng it is to obſerue oꝛder, in the al- 
teratid of vꝛin / ot which J haue part- 
ly ſpoken befoze.

'Blooddye groundes are all together 
woꝛſe then red though they be better 
then aſhecoloutyd, and blacke)foz they 
betoken that the blood is nothyng du⸗ 
ly wꝛought, eſpectally if their quanty⸗ 
tie be moche with all / foꝛ then the 
quantptie of mater doth let the pow⸗ 
ers to woꝛke. whiche thynge pet as it 
map be boꝛne, ſo it declareth nede of 
long tyme to recouer health. 
But tf this doo tum thoꝛough weake- 
neſſe of the powers in them ſelfe, then 
is it an extreme euyll ſygne: foꝛ it bes 
tokeneth that the powers are ouercum 
with werpneſſe iu wo2kyng , and be 
not able to kepe in the good and pꝛo⸗ 
fytable humoures . whiche thynge to 
diſcern moꝛe exactly, vou ſhal take arti 
ficial corecturis,by other tircũſtaũcys, 
which gene alſo tokyns of iudgement: 
namely, as by the age of the perſone, 
by his oꝛder of dyete, and ſoch lyke. 
Now to make an ende with the o⸗ 
1 B. ij, ther 
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ther colours which ar of a darke hew: 
as blew, aſhcolour and blacke. Theſe 
of al other ar the wozſt, a moſt enmious 


the bottom of the vꝛinal, the woꝛſt thei 
are . Theſe coloures cum of a blacke 
mclancholy humour, beyng ingendꝛed 
within the veynes, 02 els cumpng tro 
ſum other parte into them: other els 
it betokeneth deadly moztiſyeng . But 
ſumtyme it cummeth of ſoꝛe bzuſpng 
x ſtripes e generally it cũmith e namely 
the blacke) other of erceſſpue colde, 
other els exceſſpue heate. 

And now foz a concluſion what fo euer 
J haue ſayd of the grounde, vou ſhall 
vnderſtande the ſame to be ſpoken of 
the ſwymme, and the cloude / foꝛ they 
are in kynde but one thyng , ſaue that 


therfoze alſo in places , but the iudge⸗ 
ment of their ſubſtaunce, and colour is 
moch alter one rate, though ſum dyf- 
ference thete be. as you ſhal here anon. 
And lyke woyes of their quantptie, 
which as it is then cnly commendable 
whe u is meane, ſo it it be greater then 

a meane 


a mieane, it doth declareſum alteration 
in man, though not alwayes extremely 
euyll . fo2 ſumtyme it is a tollen cf tat⸗ 
tyng, oꝛ growyng to a cozpoꝛateneſſe, 
and that deth it ſpgnify, it none other 
euyll ſygne be coupylled with it. Fo? 
though the perſone fede moch on nou⸗ 
ryſhyng meates, and that with reſt x 
an idle lyfe , yet naturail heate appe⸗ 
teth ſo ſtrong, that ſhe can eaſely con⸗ 
cocte ſoch meates. Accoꝛdyng to this 
ſayth Galen in his Judicialles: that 
the pleuty ot the grounde in vꝛyne be⸗ 
tokeneth certapne x eracte concoction: 
and that as the body ts replete w crude 
humoures, ſo it declareth 5 thoſe ſame 
be in expellyng out at that p2eſct tyme. 
And foz this cauſe ( ſayth he) in all chyl⸗ 
dꝛen commenly, and in men alſo which 
fede moch, oꝛ be of ſum other cauſe re- 
plete with humoures their v2zpne hath 
a gꝛeat gꝛounde. Alſo often tymes it 
chaũceth the poꝛes of the ſkynne to be 
ſtopped / ſo that ſoche ercrementes as 
were wonte to paſſe out by them, are 


infoꝛted to ſeke a new paſſage, whiche 


they fynde moſt redyeſt by che vꝛyne, 
. ij. and 
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and thereof are the Contentes, and 
namely the ground often tymes encre⸗ 
ſyd. And all theſe wayes chaunce in 
health. but in ſpckeneſle, it chauncyth 
many + gꝛoſſe ſuperfluptics to appere 
in the vꝛyne, as often as the naturall 
powers. namely the aitcratpue 02 con⸗ 
cottpue power,bepng weakened, ſoche 
crude humours paſſe out vndefied. Do 
?rall.ti.z, doth it chaũte (as wytuelleth Aieriter 
cap. Trallianꝰ)that the vzin of them which 
haue the Lolipcke , is phlegmatyke , x 
hath a gieat grofid.But if the Lotites 
be other great, other groſſe in v begin⸗ 
nyng, oꝛ in the augmẽtyng of ſycknes, 
(namely it the pacitt haue auy notable 
Ague it arguyth abũdaũce of humoꝛs: 
to the concoction, ot the whiche, there 
nedet h both ſtrength of naturall pow⸗ 
ers, with tyme + good ſpede. And now 
tontrary wayes muſt pou tudge of the 
Let en ſmallneſſe of the Contentes: foz they 
be caulſcd other of great labour, longe 
faſtyng, ſtoppyng 62 obſtruction of the 
L veynes. and ſuch lyke partys other els - 
3 of ſlacknes of concoction .and(as Ga⸗ 
43-2720 lenſapth) when the body is replete w 
crude 
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crude and raw humoures; then is the 
grounde great: but it the body be re⸗ 
plenyſhed with choleryke humoures , 
then is there in the vryne other lytle 
groũd, oꝛ none at al:but in foch caſe it 
is well, if there be any ſublymation oꝛ 
ſwymme. Now ſemeth the place moſt 
meete to ſpeake of ſoch vanes as haue 
no ground at all, noꝛ other oꝛderly con⸗ 
tente, and that wyll J do by the oꝛder 
of colours of the v2yne, accozdyng as 
Actuarius pzocedpth. 
The vꝛpne thatts very whyte x cr- 
teding thinne , e ſo lacketh the ground, 
doth betoke other ſum notable obſtry- 
ction otheꝛ immoderate cold, other els 
crudytie ⁊ lacke of concoction. And as 
theſe tokyns may be greater o2 leſſer, 
ſo ſhall the thynges whiche they beto⸗ 
kyn be iudged in lyke rateothermoze, 
other leſſer. But it the vꝛyn be pale co⸗ 
loured, oꝛ flaren , aud then lackyth 
Lontentys, as it doth declare leſſerob- 
ſtruction, ſo it doth ſygnitye as great 
crudytie, as the other befoze . 

And { ſhall you iudge of bꝛyne 
that is Pellowe oz Flaren colowzed- 
B. uij. Foz 
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toꝛ in them it appereth , that naturall 
heate doth pꝛeuaple. Not with ſtan⸗ 
dyng ſoch thiges(J meane the defaute 
of the grounde with thoſe coloures; 
may chaunce (as they oiten doth) tho⸗ 
rough vehement payne , immoderate 
labour, long watchyng, & alſo detaulte 
ot mater. But ſoch vꝛines as be high⸗ 
er coloured then theſe that J haue nas 
med, by their coloures they declare the 
qualyties of the humoures whiche doo 
p2cuayle , and alſo betoken a certapue 
putrefaction,# crudytie in the vapnes. 
It chaunceth alſo ſumtymes q lum ge 
thering ſoꝛe being in ſum ol ß pꝛincipal 
mebzys, by his vnnaturall heate doth 
dꝛaw thether the mater (cue as it were 
by cuppyng) and ſo doth cauſe the v⸗ 
ryne to haue no grounde. And thaugh 
in dede it is neuer good token to lacke 
the grounde in a vꝛyne pet it is leſſe to 
be complayned of, it the coloure ⁊᷑ ſub*- 
ſtaunce dꝛaw nygh to a meane: foꝛ in 
ſoch a caſe it betokeneth , that though

Now to ſhew you the reaſon, why it 
chaunceth no grounde to appere in the 
vꝛyne: fy2lt in cafe of crudytie, when 
there wanteth partect cocoction, there 
muſt nedes want alſo the contentes in 
the vzpne : fo2 they ar the excrementes 
(as you myght lap) and the ſuperfluy- 
tyes of the thyzde concoction.

Foz in all ſoch caſes 
there can be engendꝛed lew oꝛ no con⸗ 
tentes. And contrary wayes though 
nature do woꝛke many ſuperflupties, 
pet if p wombe be ſo louſe that it pel⸗ 
deth many ſeges, then as the vin hal 
be the leſſer , ſo ſhall the contentes be 
few 02 none: fo2 nature then doth er⸗ 
pell by ſcge thoſe ſuperfluyties, which

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chuld cauſe the Lontenfes . Andlyke 
wayes, when there is in any parte of 
the bodye an tnflimation; oꝛ exceſſpue 
heate, which doth dꝛaw mater to it, o⸗ 
ther that any of thoſe partys ar weake 
vnto whiche nature is wonte to expell 
ſoch ſuperfluyties: foꝛ in all ſoch caſes 
there may want the grounde x thother 
contentys in the vꝛyn.

But now agapne, there is great dif-
